National Bank of 
Chicago. 

Mr. Robrrte believes the worst ts over 
im the pretent financial siress. but he 
declares that an object-lesson as to the 
need for more elasticity has been giv- 
en, which Congress cannot overlook. 
Moreover, he believes it will not be 
overlooked and that Congress will go 
carefully into the currency problem. 

Mr. Roberts did not predict what 
course of legislation would be fol- 
lowed, but personally believes a cen- 
tra] bank of issue is the best method of 
preventing such currency famines as 
the present one. He believes, however, 
that the American Bankers’ Associa- 


li would be fairly satisfactory. 

It was'through Mr. Roberts's sug- 
gestion that fhe Treasury Department 
took up ithe plan of allowing banks 
to exchange government bonds, used 
to secure deposits for non-government 
bonds, with the object of releasing gov- 
ernment bonds to be used to increase 
circulation. 

He said today that the present money 
stringency is not new; that it oc- 
that it was certain 
to recur in view of the great indus- 
trial activity and the great demand 
on the banks for loans for legitimate 
business, when crep-moving demands 
are added to the usual demands for! 
loans, ahd that it was time for Con-/ 
gress to recognize that something has 
to be done to prevent such a stringency 
in the future. 

Discusting the increase of circula- 
tion, Mr. Roberts said he looked for. 
the early addition of about $30,000,000 
to the circulation, about half goihg 
to the Central West.

that available supplies of cash will be 
materially increase within a short 
time with imports of gold and the in- 
crease of the bank hote circulation and 


crops would be facilitated in every 
way possible with the result of in- 
creasing our credits abroad, were the 
Salient features of today’s financial 
situation. 

It seemed to be recognized every- 
where that the acute stage of the crisis 
Was over and that all that remained 
was to obtain sufficient currency to 
resume payments Upon a broad scale 
and thus to restore conditions prevail- 
ing before the criaiz. 

The engagements of gold made to 
--'w York, Chicago and elsewhere 
prought up the total import movement 
within the past week to $23,750,000. Ar 
tue amount of gold will afford a baste 
of credit to four times the amount, 
or about $95,000,000, it will in itself af- 
ford much relief to the existing pres- 
sure. 

The action of the Bank of Pngiand 
In raising ita discount rate from 4% 
to 5% per cent. was in accordanege with 
expectatio:.c in conservative circles.

TO INCREASE CIRCULATION. 

The prompt response of the national 
banks throughout the country to the 
suggestion of Comptroller Ridgely that 
they should employ United States 
bonds as largely as poesibie to secure 
circulation, and such other bonds for 
those pledged againgt deposits of pub- 
lic money, promises a considerably in- 
ereased available stock of currency. 
The estimate of an increased bank- 
note circulation of $50,000,000 is consid- 
ered well within the probabilities. It 
will require time, however. in some 
cases for the banks to obtain proper 
bonds to substitute for their United 
States bonds. 

Mr. Vanderlip. vice-president of the 
National City Bank, made the fruitful 
suggestion today that the savings 
banks would at once improve the gen- 
eral situation and add to their circula- 
tion if they would sell their holdings 
of United States bonds to the national 
banks. Even in capes where they do 
not care to sell, it is believed they will 
lend the bonds to the national banks, 
yes has often been done in the past.
